To  the  Delegates  of  the  variouM  local  Union* 
tchieh  constitute  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America  in  Convention 
AsHtmltled: 

BRUTHKK8:>-Tbe  occasion  on  wblcb  we  are 
now  c<«l]ed  upon  to  UHoembie  marks  tbc  begin- 
ning of  tlie  sixth  year  of  our  existence  as  a 
National  Brotherhoo<l  of  Carpenters  an<l  Join- 
ers. As  we  take  a  retrosDective  Tiew  of  the  last 
two  jears  an'l  contrast  our  condition  in  August, 
1884.  with  the  present,  it  should  cause  the  heart 
Of  every  <leleK'te  to  this  body  to  glow  with 
pride  at  the  progreM  we  have  made  in  the  work 
of  orgunization  und  eiluoation  until  now  we  are 
able  to  take  our  rightful  place  in  iinc  with  the 
great  National  and  International  Ur.ions  of 
America  with  a  0xcd  and  determined  purpose 
to  maintain  onr  organization  and  the  standard 
of  excellence  therein  against  all  encroachments 
from  whatever  souroe  they  may  come.  In  aub- 
mittiug  chit,  my  Bi>port  for  the  Biennial  Term 
ending  July  SI,  1686, 1  have  the  honor  to  Htate 
that  I  have,  npon  the  recommendation  of  the 
ExecntiTe  Hoard,  signed  cbnrters  for  14»  new 
unions  and  for  six  reorganized  unions,  making 
a  total  of  IM  charters  griinted  dunuK  the  past 
two  vears.  In  that  time,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Boanl,  I  suspended  two 
unions,  VIZ. :  Xo  1,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  No. 
16»  New  Orleans,  La.,  nod  revoked  their  cbar- 
-ters.  I  received  notice  of  the  lapsiug  of  23 
I  anions,  making  a  total  of  25  unions  lapsed  or 
•aspeuded. 

A  list  of  tlie  new  and  reorganized  unions  and 
of  the  lapsed  and  suHpended  ones  is  furnished 
in  the  General  Secretary's  re]>ort. 

Among  the  11  rst  duties  of  my  of&ce.  which  I 
was  called  upon  to  perform  in  an  advisory 
capacity  were  the  following,  viz.:  To  provide 
for  the  printing  of  the  Constitution  and  deter- 
mining of  the  general  rote  npon  its  adoption  by 
the  local  Uniona.  A  motion  was  adopted  by 
the  Convention  Angust  9, 1884.  fixing  the  price 
of  the  printed  proceedings  at  five  cents  per 
copy,  and  conferring  discretionary  |K>wers 
upon  the  General  Secretary  as  to  the  number  to 
be  printed.  By  request  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary I  took  into  consideration  the  propriety  of 
churging  ten  cents  per  copy,  instead  of  five 
cents,  in  consequence  of  the  redaced  state  of 
onr  finances  at  the  time,  being  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  a  sufltcient  nnmber  could  not  be 
sold  to  defray  the  expenses  of  printing  same; 
and  that  it  would  be  infinitely  better  to  divide 
the  expenses  among  the  Unions  than  to  let  it 
tell  upon  the  General  Treasury,  I  therefore 
*  recommended  that  ten  cents  per  oopy  l»e 
charged  for  the  printed  proceedings.  On  Sep- 
tember 18S4, 1  had  the  pleasure  of  aignlni?  the 
ojredentiais  of  Brothers  Ttu>s.  P.  D»ran  of  No. 
n  and  G.  Bdmonston  of  No.  1  ss  delegates  to 
the  National  Federation  of  Trade  and  Labor 
Unions  to  meet  at  Chicago  in  October.  The 
dilatory  manner  in  which  the  various  nnlons 
reported  their  vote  on  the  oonstitation  rendered 


It  necessary  to  extend  the  time  for  returns  five 
days  in  oraor  to  hear  from  distant  unions. 

O  November  Ift,  1884,  ibe  foliowiog  procla- 
mation was  issued  to  the  Brotherhood  through 
the  Journal: 

Washington,  November  15, 1884. 

Bkothers:— By  vlriure  of  the  power  in  me 
vested  art  General  President  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Cnrpenters  and  Juinerb  of  America,  I 
do  hereby  proclaim  that  the  new  Constitution, 
as  framed  hv  onr  Fourth  Annual  Convention  in 
Cincinnati,  O  io,  and  ratlQett  by  tne  unions  is 
the  law  of  this  Brotherhood,  and  is  enforced 
from  the  date  of  its  adoption,  October  1,  1884, 
and  all  as4e88.ncut<son  deaths  occurring  on  or 
after  that  date  shall  be  levied,  according  to  the 
new  law.  I  trust  thai  each  and  every  member, 
and  every  local  union  will  see  that  tlie  laws  are 
faithfully  obeyed  and  executed,  and  that  all  of 
us  will  co-operate  to  advance  the  interest  of 
our  Brotherhood.

T.  McCormick,  of  Union  No.  33,  from  the  action 
of  the  union  in  expelling  bim  for  misappro- 
priating the  funds  of  the  union,  and  referred 
the  same  to  the  Executive  Board  for  their  ac- 
tion. On  February  9,  \)S>^5,  I  received  from  the 
Executive  Board  a  communication  informing 
me  of  their  decision,  confirming  the  action  of 
No.  S3  in  the  McCormicK  case,  which  decision 
was  approved  a  d  Mr.  McCormmk  noUtl>-d  by 
the  same.  The  papers  pertaining  to  the  case 
will  acco  mpany  this  report,  marked  [A]. 

On  December  17, 1884, 1  .eceived  notice  from 
the  Executive  Hoard  of  the  resignation  of 
Brothers  D.  F.  Sleeper  as  General  Treasurer  of 
the  Brotherhood,  which  was  accepted  by  the 
Board  with  whose  approval  1  appointed  Broth- 
ers Ignatius  Bodi^beimer,  of  No.  11,  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  On  the  same  date  I  received  a  form 
of  bond  to  be  filed  by  the  Treasurers  of  local 
unions  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  and  approved  the  same. 

Oa  February  4,  1885,  I  received  Information 
from  the  General  Secretary  of  the  constantly  in- 
creased amount  of  business,  claiming  the  at- 
tention of  the  Executive  Board,  and  the  abeo- 
Inte  necessity  of  losing  time  from  their  varioai 
dnties  for  the  transaction  of  the  same.  I  deem 
it  highly  impo  tant, Inasmuch  as  the  convention 
did  not  make  any  arrangements  for  reimburs- 
ing the  Board  or  General  Treasurer  for  lost 
time,  to  take  such  steps  as  wodld  retain  the 
Executive  Board  npon  a  firm  basis,  knowing 
that  without  an  efficient  Board  and  General 
Treasurer  the  machinery  for  the  government  of 
the  Brotherhood  could  not  be  put  into  suoeess- 
fnl  operation.  I  therefor,  under  Sec  8  of  Art. 
8.  decided  that  the  Executive  Board  and  General 
Treasurer  sLoald  receive  pay  lor  all  time  neees- 
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■arily  lost  in  tr  nsActtng  th«  legitimate  busi- 
ness of  the  Brotherhood  upon  the  ground  that 
it  bad  been  the  castom  during  the  previous  ex- 
istencc  of  the  Brothcrh<.od  to  relmburrie  their 
Exerutive  Committee  and  General  Treasurer 
for  tioie  lost,  and  a  failure  to  pay  the  Executive 
Boanl  for  the  performance  of  their  honoroua 
dnties  would  be  a  violation  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  organized  labor.

After  a 
careful  review  of  the  case,  1  decided  that  the 
course  pursued  by  the  Board  was  the  only  safe 
and  practical  one.

Brothkrs.— Sinoe  iMt  we  were  Msembled  in 
Convention  at  Cincinnati  two  ye&ra  airo.  our 
Brotherhood  has  made  wondrous  and  ffitrantio 
Slides!  Its  growth  has  been  actually  marvellous 
M  well  as  euoouraging.  and  our  financial  condition 
is  luch  that  we  have  every  reason  for  confratala- 
tion. 

This  Convention  marks  the  entrance  into  the 
Sixth  Y\i%T  of  our  history  as  an  origin ixation.  And 
in  that  time  a  work  has  been  accomplished  that 
when  we  contemplate  its  magnitude,  our  hearts

As  the  humble  Founder  of  this  Brotherhood,  it 
affords  me  the  intense  pleasure  to  predict,  that  from 
present  indications,  our  society. be  fore  many  years, 
will  be  one  of  the  most  powerful  Trade  Organiza- 
tions in  America, — and  second  to  none  in  point  of 
members  and  financial  standing.  For  that  object 
I  have  labored  and  £tmgg]ed  many  a  long  and 
weary  day.  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the 
Delegates  here  assembled  for  their  presence,  and 
the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Local  Unions  for 
their  faithful  aid  and  cooperation  in  this  noble 
and  exalted  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  customary  'usage,  I  now 
beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  my  Biennial  Report  for 
the  term,  ending  July  31, 1886.  and  ask  for  it  your 
most  careful  consideration,  and  I  trust  it  will 
merit  your  approval. 

CONDITION  OF  TRADE. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  as  brisk  for  carpenter 
'  work  as  was  anticipated  in  the  earl  jr  Spring.tnough 
^  in  some  locations  it  has  been  fairly  good.  The 
railroad  strikes  in  the  South  West  had  a  very 
depressing  effect  on  Speculative  Capital,  and  it 
shrank  from  contemplated  investments  in  Real 
Estat«,  causing  quite  a  depression  in  the  building 
trades.  As  a  consequence,  the  movements  this 
spring  for  shorter  hours  among  the  workmen  in 
the  Duilding  trades  ,  were  thereby  much 
embarrassed.  Trade  has  improved  considerably 
of  late,  wages  and  prices  however  are  by  no  means 
eommensurate  to  tne  work,  while  in  the  majority 
of  eities  the  labor  market  is  constantly  orer- 
erowded  with  idle  Carpenters. 


MEMBERSHIP. 
On  August  1, 1885.  I  submitted  my  Fifth 


An- 


nual Report  to  the  Local  Unions,  copies  uf  which 
are  here  for  the  information  of  tne  dcIeRutes. 
But  to  make  my  report  more  comj>lete  and  ^aus- 
faotory,  I  shall  summarize  the  main  features  of 
last  year's  rei)ort  with  this  year's. 

During  the  p&t^t  two  year?  we  have  admitted  148 
new  Unions,  and  reorganized  6  disbanded  ones, 
making  a  total  of  154  new  Unions.  In  the  same 
period  2.')  Union?  have  lapsed  or  been  suspended; 
deducting  them,  we  have  a  net  gain  of  13*)  Unions 
more  than  we  had  two  jrears  ago.  S<>  that  now  our 
Brotherbooil  numbers  in  good  standing  177  Ix>cal 
Unioos  and  21.423  members,  being  a  giiin  of  17,'i59 
members  more  than  we  had  two  years  ago.  This 
denonstrates  that  since  our  last  convention  we 
have  nearly  quadrupled  our  number  of  Local 
Unions  and  gained  ncirly  5tJ0  per  cent,  more  ia 
membership.

bers.  Owing  to  carflf."snef«  on  the  pnrt  of  (>om« 
Local  Secret.irio»,  the  returni*  are  not  hh  complete 
and  satisfactory  as  I  would  desir<;.  1.34  unions 
furni»bed  replies;  29  failed  to  answer;  14  were 
not  installed  long  enough  to  justify  a  reply.

A  total  of  83,918.93  wa« 
paid  out  for  sick  benefits  the  past  12  months. 

The  total  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Local 
Unions  reported  for  the  paat  12  months  are:  Total 
Receipts  ?4H,929.1.3;  Total  Expenses  $,36,613.46. 
Cash  on  hand,  including  bal.mce  froa  Ia?t  year, 
$2(),.349..38.  Of  the  total  expenses  only  $1641.82 
were  spent  in  strikes,  being  about  3>i  per  ct.  of 
the  total  income. 

Wages  range  from  SI .50  to  83.50;  the  general 
average  being  from  $2.25  ^o  $2.50.  8  unions  are 
working  8  hours  pei  Jjo  ;  17  arc  tvorkicg  D  hours 
per  day;  21  are  working  shorter  hours  on  Saturdays, 
and  the  balance  put  in  60  hourd  per  week. 

FINANCIAL  AFFAIRS. 

Our  financial  condition  i9  such  that  we  are  in  a 
position  to  meet  all  obligations  promptly,  and  pay 
all  claims  for  benefits  just  as  soon  as  they  are  ap- 
'  proved.  Never  have  we  been  in  such  a  prosperous 
I  condition.   And  though  we  have  not  assessed  the 
.  Local  Unions  to  the  full  measure  allowed  by  the 
i  Constitution,  yet  wo  have  paid  all  demands  and 
are  enabled  to  show  a  handsome  surplus  of  funds 
on  hand  at  present. 

The  business  of  the  General  Office  has  been  man- 
aged in  the  most  economical  manner — in  reality, 
at  much  smaller  exjiense  than  any  other  growing 
National  Union  of  similar  size.  In  this  connection, 
pardon  me  for  a  few  personal  words.  For  several 
years,  the  (ieneral  Secretary  has  furnished  the 
office  furniture  and  rent  free,  saved  the  cost  of 
fuel  and  light,  and  avoided  expense  forofiiee  assist- 
ance, until  the  work  lately  became  so  great  as  to 
overtax  his  health  by  long  hours.  He  has  done 
all  in  his  power  by  rigid  economy  ,  to  place  the  Bro- 
therhood  on  a  safe  financial  basis,  and  to  secure 
the  prosperity  and  advancen^ent  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

As  the  new  fiscal  term  begins  .July  1, 1886,  this 
financial  report  will  coverall  receipt  and  expenses 
of  the  General  Office,  for  the  past  twenty  three 
months,  ending  Juno  30. 18^SH.  The  following  is  a 
complete  statement  of  the  total  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures from  Aug.  1.  1884.  to  July  1,  1886,  as 
shown  by  my  books,  and  by  the  monthly  Bulletins, 
and  monthly  reports  in  The  Carpsmtkr  for  that 
period.

thereupon  suspended  until  the  monies  due  Mrs. 
bmith  are  paid  to  her  by  the  Union. 

SUSPENSION  OF  UNION  KO.  1. 

On  Feb.  4. 188.5,  Union  No.  1  entered  a  protest 
against  the  meth'Ml  the  ti.  S.  used  in  a-«e«sirjg  the 
Local  Unions.  Explanation  was  offered  and 
everything  seemed  satisfactory,  when  on  July  1, 
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.  '5,  %  Mconi  protcut  wm  •nt«r*d  by  Union  No.  1, 
P 1  thouf  h  they  offered  no  b«tter  plun  of  mmu- 
nt  th&n  the  one  they  objected  to,  thoy  Anally 
used  to  puv  any  more  >uimuiinenti»,  luid  charged 
E.  B.  and  (ieneral  Ufhc^rs  with  violating  the 
4  .   When  the  G.  P.  oatkd  on  them  for  a  bill  of 
ticalars.  as  to  wh^ein  the  law  waa  violated. 
^  '  replied:  "We  iirnore  the  (jeuentl  Oflloers  and 
1."  After  Union  No.  1  was  more  than  4  months 
rrears  for  auMMneats.  the  G.  P.  with  oonsent 
of  the  E.  B.  suspended  Union  No.  1  on  Jan.  'ZS 
1S86.   Said  9u«t>enflion  was  afterwards  ratiOcd  by 
vote  of  y>  Local  Unions,  all  voting  in  favor  of  the 
suspcniiion.   On  April  15,  188^,  Union  Xo.  1  asked 
for  tenoti  to  be  reinstated.  Onr  terms  were,  that 
they  should  reinstate  the  members  they  had  sus- 
I>endcd  for  loyaltv  to  t'je  B.,  and  that  they  should 
recognise  the  nuthurity  of  the  General  Ofliccrs  and 
K.  B.   On  April      lS.Ht\  they  refused  to  do  this. 
Detaile^^  evidence  iu  this  case  will  be  presented  to 
the  Convention,  and  wc  trust  the  action  of  the 
General  Officers  and  £.  B.  in  this  case  will  meet 
your  approval. 

OUU  RKLATIONS  TO  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

On  Ser'c.  2.1, 1885.  1  was  informed  by  Uniun  99. of 
Cohoes,  N.  Y..  that  Mitre  Assembly  [Carpenters] 
K.  of  L.  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  refused  to  work  with  our 
members  from  Cohoex  and  was  strikinir  nfrainst 
them.  I  wrote  toMitreAflfsmbly.re<iucsteu  an  inter- 
cIuujko  of  carvls,  and  tney  politely  refuj»e<l.  Find- 
ing the  same  situation  in  other  cities,  I  wrote  on 
March  18.  \>if<i\,  to  Mr.  Fred.  Turner.  Gen.  Sec.  of 
the  K.of  L.  proposing  a  mutual  interchange  of  cards 
between  our  respective  orRanizations.  To  this  I 
secured  a  promise  that  the  subject  would  be 
referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  of  the 
K.  cWi.  but  up  to  date  nothing  has  been  done  in 
the  premises. 

Not  long  after  this  I  discerned  a  secret  and 
formidable  moTement  of  a  certain  e'ement  within 
the  Knifhts  of  LAbor.  bent  upon  hostility  to 
Trades  Unions,  and  aiming  to  attack  them  singly 
sod  if  possible  encompass  their  destruction.  As  a 
member  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  and  knowing  its 
laws  and  policy,  I  could  see  no  authority  for  euch 
aetion.  Consequently  to  put  a  stop  to  this  evil 
work,  I  ealled  a  oonferenco  of  tho  Chief  OflScers 
of  the  National  Trade  Unions,  which  was  held  in 
Philadelphia.  May  18.  1H86.  Thirty  two  National 
and  International  Unions  were  represented  with 
367.736  members  in  good  standing.  The  result  of 
that  conference  has  been  fully  detailed  in  the 
June  Carpenter. 

On  Dec.  25,  1885,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Jas.  H.  Perry.  Secretary  of  the  United  Order  of 
American  Carpenters  of  New  York  and  vicinity. 
For  several  vpars  we  had  been  seeking  to  have  this 
society  amalgHmate  with  us.  and  to  that  end  they 
were  inviteii  to  take  part  in  the  first  coiiverition 
of  the  B.  but  they  have  so  far  declined  to  sJiliate 
with  us.  On  January  9.  1886.  Mr.  Perry  wrote, 
that  the  U.  O.  were  willing,  to  hold  a  conference 
with  us  on  Feb.  2*^.  lK.Sf».  for  purposes  of  Amalga- 
mation. The  conference  was  agreed  upon;  commu- 
nications were  exchanged  and  armngement<<  made, 
bat  shortly  before  Feb.  22,  the  U.  O.  a^ked  for  a 
poetponement.  A  future  date,  March  22,  was 
then  agreed  to  and  delegates  on  both  sides  were 
seleotea,  but  acain  we  were  diiiappointed  by  the 
U.  0.  and  negotiations  thereupon  ceased. 

On  Jnly  5, 1885,  at  request  of  Union  119.  Newark, 
N.  J.,  whose  members  working  in  New  York  were 
not  recognised  as  union  men  by  the  U.  0.  I  wrote 
to  the  »&cretary  of  the  U.  0.  to  arrange  for  a 
matoAl  interchange  of  Cards.  I  soon  received  re- 
ply, that  they  would  not  agree  to  do  so.  I  submit 
that  the  ooDTentlon  ihoald  take  action  on  this 

'^V^fauare  maintained  our  fomer  friendly  and 
oordial  relations  throosh  oorres^ndenoe  with 
the  Carpenters'  Unions  of  Great  Britain,  Germany, 
Fnuioe,  and  other  European  Countries,  to  keep 
foreign  labor  as  much  as  poeaible  from  crowdinc 
In  upon  oar  trade. 


On  June  23, 1886. 1  sent  a  cablegram  of  greetint 

to  the  (General  Council  or  Convention  of  the  Amal- 
gamated Society  of  Carpenters  then  in  session  in 
Manchester.  England.  To  this  I  received  a  very 
oordial  reply  ly  ciible. 

We  have  preserveii  our  connection  with  the  Fed- 
eration of  Trades  of  the  Doited  States  and  Cana- 
d-iH,  and  in  their  Convention  in  Chicago,  111.,  Oct. 
7-11,  1884,  we  were  ably  represented  by  Bros.  G- 
Edmonston,  Wa^hiriKton.  I).  C,  and  Thos.  P.  Do- 
ran.Chicago,Ill.,  and  in  the  Coavention  on  Dec.  8. 
188;>.  Bro.  Eduion.xton  again  represented  us;  Bro. 
Doran  being  unable  to  attend- 

On  May  11, 1885,  I  entered  into  a  reciprocal  com- 
pact with  Bro.  Thos.  '^)'Dea  ,  Secretary  of  the 
Bricklayers  and  Masons'  International  Union, 
whereby  each  organization  pledges  itself  to  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  the  other.  And  in  every  in- 
stance we  are  on  terms  of  fraternal  intimacy  with 
all  National  and  International  Trades  Societies. 
Our  Local  Uuions  have  been  instrumental  in  for- 
ming Building  Trades  Leagues  in:  Boston,  Wash- 
ington, Baltiuiore,  Philadelphia.  St.  Louis,  Den« 
ver,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  Amsterdam,  N.  Y-,  Cincinnati, 
San  Francisco.  Cal.,  Newark,  N.  J.,  Alameda, 
ChI..  Pittsburgh,  Detroit,  Wheeling,  Memphis, 
Mobile,  and  before  many  years  the  univer.^al  rule 
in  the  building  trades  in  all  cities  will  be:  "No 
card.  No  work!" 

Our  Local  Unions  are  also  affiliated  with  the 
Trades  Ai^scmblies  or  central  bodies  of  local  trades 
and  labor  unions,  wherever  such  exist.  This  de- 
monstrates very  clearly  the  live  interest  we  take 
in  the  solidarity  of  all  classes  of  labor. 

TRADE  MOVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  confined  our 
action  mainly  to  the  upbuilding  ami  perfecting  of 
our  organizntion,  and  we  ha,vc  made  it  a  point  to 
avoid  all  contention  with  our  employers,  trusting 
to  settle  our  difficulties  b%-  other  means  than  strikes. 
In  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  Pen^acola,  Fla.,  our  Local 
Union?  have  mutual  compacts  with  the  contrac- 
tors, and  we  hope  this  system  will  beo<:>me  general. 
A  reduction  in  the  hours  of  labor  has  been  our 
main  purpose,  for  in  that  we  believe  there  is  more 
to  be  gained  than  in  strikes  for  wages.  And  with 
this  object  in  view.  Union  22,  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
adopted  the  nine  hour  system  over  three  jears  ago 
and  it  is  now  the  rule  in  that  Union  and  in  all  our 
Unions  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Union  18,  Hamilton, 
Canada,  adopted  the  Saturday  Half  -  Holiday 
Union  64,  Cheyenne,  Wyoming  Territory,  estalv 
lished  the  nine  hours  on  Saturdays. 

The  policy  of  the  E.  B.  has  been  to  discourage 
strikes,  believing  that  as  long  as  ample  financial 
provision  was  not  made  in  our  Constitution  for 
the  support  of  any  trade  movement  sanctioned  by 
the  E.  B.,  that  so  long  it  would  be  only  folly  to  ap- 
prove of  any  niovement  that  could  not  be  properly 
backed  financially — no  matter  how  necessary  or 

i'ustifiable.   Under  this  view  of  the  situation,  the 
i:.  B.  declined  to  endorse  the  following  appli- 
cations:

To  remedy  this  defect  this  Convention  should 
enact  legislation  that  will  enable  theE.  B.  to  fully 
support  any  trade  movement  legally  sanctioned. 

This  year  has  witnessed  many  trade  movement! 
made  by  the  L.  Union?  on  their  own  resifonsibility, 
and  in  the  main  they  have  been  largely  succcrsfuL 
When  May  1,  iS86,  came,  an  immense  movement 
rose  up  in  favor  of  Eight  Hours,  and  in  Chicago. 
St.  Louis,  E.  St.  Lonis,  111.,  Hyde  Park,  III.  and 
Troy,  N.  Y.  our  anions  established  the  8  hoan 


Sit«m  and  pay  by  the  hour.  In  Pensacola,  Fl»., 
empbis.  Tenn.,  Detroit,  Mich,  Philadelphia. 
Pa.,  Germantown,  Pa.,  Camden,  N.  J.,  Newark, 
N.  J.,  Mobile,  Ala..  Galveston,  Tex..  Toronto, 
Can.,  St.  Thomas,  Can.,  St.  Cathorino.  Can.,  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  Baltimore,  Md.  nnd  Washinifton, 
D.  C.  they  inaugurated  the  9  hourt  nvhtein. 

In  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.,  Holyoke,  Mtifs;  New  Bri- 
tain, Couu:  Waterbury,  Conn;  Belleville,  Can; 
Beverly,  Mass;  Haverhill,  Mans;  Sal oni.  Mass; 
Marlboro.  Mass,  Cohoes,  N.  Y.  and  Rochester, 
N.  Y.  they  have  secured  shorter  hours  of  labor  on 
Saturdays,  while  in  21  cities  our  Local  Unions 
have  gained  25cts.  per  day  advance  in  wages. 
Making  in  aU  53  cities  where  our  T^al  Unions 
have  made  gains  Uie  past  year  either  in  more 
wages  or  in  reduced  hours,  while  only  in  9  cities 
have  our  Local  Unions  failed  to  secure  their  de- 
mands, and  in  these  cities  they  deuianded  the 
Eight  Hour  system  last  May.  A  resume  shows 
thmt  2,486  of  our  members  are  working  8  hours  per 
day,  5,824  arc  on  9  hours  per  day  and  1, US  are 
havin?  shorter  hours  on  Saturdays,  this  makes  a 
total  gain  to  these  members  of  6.'>.894  hours  per 
week,  adding  the  gains  on  the  Pacific  coast,  which 
amount  to  6,540  hours  per  week,  makes  a  sum  total 
of  72,4^  hours  per  week  gained  to  our  members 
thrjugh  organization.  It  now  remains  with  this 
Convention  to  take  wise  and  judicious  stens 
whereby  a  redaction  of  the  hours  of  labor  may  be 
more  luiivcrsally  established  in  the  trade. 

THE  WORK  OF  ORGANIZATION. 

During  the  past  two  years  I  visited  various  sec- 
tions of  the  oountry  and  revived  drooping  Unions, 
encouraged  others,  andorarani^ed  several  new  ones 
in  cities  that  could  only  be  started  by  personal 
visit.  Through  a  wide-spread  system  of  general 
correspondence  and  by  sending  out  circulars  and 
appeals,  I  succeeded  in  my  own  humble  way  in 
bnnging  in  126  out  of  the  154  new  Unions  that  have 
been  chartered  the  past  two  je?^  •  and  to  accom- 
plish this  was  no  ordinary  task,  along  with 
attending  to  my  many  oQicial  routine  duties,  and 
traveling  now  and  then  in  the  interest  of  our 
organization.  In  the  work  of  organization.  Bro- 
thers W.  J.  Shields,  and  J.  G.  Clinkard,  Boston, 
Mass ;  J.  W,  Allen,  New  Britain*  Conn  ;  J.  D. 
Moore.  Newark,  N.  J  ;  C.  C.  Crossley,  Danbury, 
Conn  ;  E.  J.  Lake,  Troy,  N.  Y  ;  W.  F.  Eberhard 
and  Thos.  McCorry.Philadelphia.  Pa  :  Geo.  Muhn, 
Wheeling,  W,  Va;  Aug.  J.  Metzer,  St.  Paul, 
Minn  ;  A.  Vinette,  Los  Angeles,  Cal ;  and  H.  Ing- 
ram, Pittsburgh.  Pa ;  have  been  likewise  instru- 
mental in  securing  us  several  new  unions. 

GENERAIi  KEYIEW. 

In  obedience  to  the  will  of  the  Convention,  rati- 
fied by  the  Unions,  the  headquarters  of  the 
Brotherhood  were  located  in  Cleveland,  0.,  and  I 
took  up  residence  here  Nov.  4, 1884 ;  meanwhile 
the  Executive  Board  wa?  organized  on  OctoUer  ^, 
1884.  On  January  3,  1885,  our  Brotherhood  was 
inoorporated  through  the  £.  B.  under  the  State 
Laws  of  Ohio. 

Bro.  D.  F.  Sleeper,  resigned  as  General  Treasu- 
rer Dec.  23,  1884,  on  account  of  removal  from  the 
citj.  Bro.  Ignatius  Bodigheimer  was  duly  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  and  qualified  as  General 
Treasurer,  January  6.  1885.  During  Bro.  Bodig- 
heimer's  term  as  General  Treasurer;  his  finan- 
cial account  is  as  follows  :

RECOMMENDATIONS.

1.  Bimplicity  in  the  financial  management  of 
the  B.  and  in  the  L«>oal  Ufiions.  with  more  re- 
sponsibility on  the  <1.  S.  and  the  Ix>cal  freajnirer*, 
so  to  have  promp  er  dispatch  of  business  and  less 
complications. 

2.  No  branches  to  be  allowed  in  an  anv  city; 
when  the  necessity  for  them  exists  they  ^nall  >>« 
chartered  as  Local  i'niona.  doinif  bu^»ine^^'»  directly 
with  the  (lencral  <>l!ice.  arid  workinjr  in  concert 
with  llieir  sister  unions  in  the  sunje  city. 

3.  When  a  Local  Union  has  members  in 
good  standing  it  should  form  a  second  union  under 
separate  charter,  thereby  making  the  business 
of  the  Lo<-al  Unions  much  safer  conducted  and 
avoiding  the  dangers  always  threatening  large 
unions. 

4.  A  uniform  system  of  Book-keeping  in  the 
Local  Unions. 

5.  Api>ointment  of  one  or  more  suitable  persons 
in  each  state  and  territory  a"  I)eputT  Organizers 
by  the  E.  B.  on  recommendation  of  any  L«ical 
Union  sanctioned  by  the  <i.  P. 

6.  Increase  the  size  of  our  Journal  by  adding 
one  more  column  to  each  page,  so  to  meet  the 
growth  of  our  Local  Unions. 

7.  The  issue  of  an  Annual  Calendar  to  each 
member. 

8.  Change  of  Ritual,  to  tnako  it  <"impler,  and 
more  attractive  and  moro  binding  iu  its  impres- 
sion on  new  members.         ^  ' 

9.  Financial  Aid  imme<liately  to  the  Ouincy 
and  NewHaven  Unions  in  their  struggle  for  shorter 
hours. 

10.  Permanent  location  of  Oeneral  Office,  and 
its  thorough  equipment,  with  suflicient  appropria- ' 
tion  for  clerical  help. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  heartfelt 
thanks  to  all  the  Local  Unions,  to  their  faithfol 
officers  and  members,  for  their  steadfast  devotion 
to  duty  and  for  their  kind  assurance  of  fraternal 
regard,  and  their  aid  to  me  in  the  performance  of 
my  official  duties.  I  feel  conscious  of  having  done 
my  utmost  to  fulfil  the  high  trustj"  of  this  office, 
honestly  and  faithfully,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  organizPii<m,  and  I  hope  that  not  only  will 
my  labors  meet  your  approval,  but  that  we  may 
advance  the  interests  of  our  common  cause  and 
place  the  Brotherhood  on  the  road  to  still  greater 
triumphs  and  to  reach  that  pinnacle  of  power 
that  will  redeem  the  trade  from  all  its  evils  and 
wrongs.
